According to this account, it would feem, that the population muft in- 
creale very rapidly : many of the natives, however, from the deficiency of 
employment at home, quit the parifh, as foon as they are able to carn a 
livelihood ; and return only when poverty, or the infirmities of old age, 
oblige them to have recourfe to their friends, 

‘The chief employment is agriculture; a few perfons prefer the feden- 
tary occupations of needle work, and weaving; and vend their work in 
the neighbouring towns: it is difficult to account for this choice ; for 
though the profit of their bufiaelles may, occafionally, be greater than that 
of a day labourer, it is by no means fo certain: till verp lately, (when 
there arofe a demand for large needles, for the ufe of the Navy,) they 
were often obliged to have recourle to field labour, to fupport their fami- 
es ; and could only carn two-thirds of the wages of a profeffed labourer ; 

befides 
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betides which, they. are generally more unhealthy, and more inclined to 
drunkennels. 

‘Agricultural labourers receive from 6s. to 73, a. week, with diet ; or os 
to provide themfelves: a yearly labourer, living and lodging in the houfe 
of his employer, is paid froth £ 8 to £12. a year; aboy, from £4. to 
£6. ayear: harvelt wagesare ufually from £1, 188. to £ 2. 28, a month; 
ora certain fum for the whole harvelt, whether long or fhort: this fum is 
generally from 2 to 3 guineas; and appears to be chicBy regulated by 
the appearance of the weather: during both, hay and corn harveft, la- 
bourers are invaciably fed in their mafters’ houfes. 

Females are employed in fpigning and weaving : by the former, an in= 
duftrious woman wall earn from 4d. to gd. a day ; by the litter, from 6s, 
to 8s, a week: where the man and his wife both weave, it fiequently hap- 
pens, that the man, finding a refource in the induftry of his partner, 
fpends the produce of his own labour at the ale-houle, and returns tu his 
family 10 devour the food of his children. 

From the flu€tuating ftate of the price of provifions, within the lat three 
years, it is difficult to fpeak on this fubjeét with any degree of precifion: 
the following were the prices in the firit and third year:

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‘The average fize of farms is rather fmall; from .80 %© 300 ‘acres 
the chief articles.of cultivation, from the ftate of the parith, are neeeffarily 
coniined to wheat, barley, beans, and pealt. Nearly one half of the 
parilh is open-field, which is cultivated according to a regular fyftem, that 
has not varied within the memory of any min now living ; of courfe, the 
agriculture hasnot improved, in proportion to the furrounding, and enclofed, 
parithes: the minifter, bowever, has lately prevailed on the farmers to 
fubltitute turnips in the rpom of a fallow ; and there is every reafoa to 
hope that this change will be highly beneficial. 

‘These are about 200 acres of waftc-land in the parifh, which afford ex- 
cellent pafture for theep. Tithes ate altogether taken by compofition : 
this is generally the cale in the unenclofed parifhes in the neighbourhood. 
‘There are feveral lay-proprictors of tithes iu the adjoining parifhes, [cr 
fome, that have been enclofed, within the laft 14 years, land has been al~ 
lotted to the church, in lieu of tithes: the income of clergymen is, in 
general, very inadequate to enable them to live with hofpitality, or even 
with decency. 

‘The rent of and here, and in the adjoining parifhes, may be cftimated 
from 155. to 25s, an acre, Inthe vale of Evefham, remarkable for it’s 
fertility, land lete trom J 2. to £4. an acre; and is uled as garden-ground, 
fiom which the inhabitants of Birmingham are almoft wholly fapplied 
with vegetables.

are very fanguine: few demands have yet been made on it for relief ; fo

parith tranfactions were committed to the care of an ancient cleik; at 
whole deceale, his widow dilpoled of them, (as things of little value,) 
to a grocer, to be ufed in the way of his bufinels.

Previous to the year 1787, the Poor were relieved at their own houfee 
fome families received ac much'as 85, a week, together with houte-rent, 
and fuel: others were allowed from 2s,to 7s. a week. In that yea, 
however, the Poor's Rates became fo high, (namely, 48. in the pound,) that 
it became a matter of abfolute neceflity to apply fome efficacious remedy. 
to the ev poor-houle was thought of; and an inhabitant of the parifh 
wndettook to tarm the Poor, for three years, at the fun of £340. 4 year. 
Tn confequence of the adoption of this meafing, immediate relief, i the 
article of expence, was experienced ; for the out-payments, before this 
agreement took efieét, had amounted, upon an average, to / 560, 115, 8d, 
a year. Duting thele thrce years, the Poor were well treated in the houfe ; 
and the out-payments, of courfe, confidcrably diminithed : many oor 
families, who had before received large hums weckly, immediately, rather 
than be removed to the peor-houfe, fupported themfelves. ‘The contrac 
tor receives the produce of the labour of the Poor in the houle: they 
were principally employed in dreffing hurde. 
In the year 1790, another offer was made to the parifh, to farm the Poor, 
“For the next three years, at the reduced fum of £ 250.; and to-tieat them 
exudly as they had been the preceding three years: this offer was 
accepted. ‘The Rates were now only 2s. Bd. in the pound. ‘The agree 
ment was performed to the fatisfaétion of both parties.

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In the year 1793, in confequence of the advance in the price of every 
article of diet, the contradlor required £ 390. a year, for a further term of 
three years, which was acceded to; and, during the inclemency of the laft 
winter, an addition of £ 30. was made as a voluntary gift. 

From the complaints of the perfon who now farms the Poor, it is evi- 
dent, that, at the expiration of his term, (on Lady-day next,) an addition 
mult be made to his allowance, or the Poor will again be thrown on the 
parith, Its, therefore, in contemplation, to adopt the fyftem purfued at 
Shiewibury, Worcelter, Liverpool, and other places, and to employ the 
Yoo , it poflible, in a Moufe of Induftry. 

“Phe out-payments to the Poor can only be obtained from the perfons 
‘who have farmed them : according to their (taremonts, the averages of out- 
payments, and of the number in the houfe, are thus given? : 

From 1787 to 1790, the weekly payments, in {mall fums of from 15. 
to 3s amounted to £2. 103.: the number in the houfe was 35. 

From 1790 to 1793, the weekly payments were £2, 15s: the number 
in the houfe 45. 

From 1793 to Chtiftmas 1795, the weekly payments, ia {mall fums, 
(exclufive of occafional relief for fire, and linen,) were J 3. the num~ 
ber in the houte 40. 

The avermge number of deaths annually in the houfe, fince the 
eftablithment of the work-houfe, in 1787, has been about 5. 

‘The Poor in the work-houfe have no fixed diet; but it was agreed 
that they thould have meat dinners four days in the week; agd that ther 
‘beverage thould be malt liquor, not weaker than 3 bufhels to the hogthead. 

There are feveral benefactions, by which the induftrious Poor, who 
receive no relief from the parith, are occafionally, (at the diferetion of tlie’ 
minifter and church-wardens,) very much affifted. 

Work-houfea, or poor-houfes, do not feem to be generally adopted in 
this neighbourhood; but relicfis given to the neceffitous at their own 
dwellings, at the pleafure or caprice of the parith-officers ; and as no difgrace 
is now attached to reccipt oF what is called “ parifh money,” their de- 
mands are not regulated by their neceffities, but by their indolence: the 
refulal, or remonftrance of the officer, is immediately followed by ap- 
plication to the magiftrates; who generally, (and, perhaps, properly,) 
lean to the fide of the complainant: and thonld the demand be difmiffed, 

it 
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ris always attended with a confiderable expence, for patith officers are by 
no means economical travellers. ‘There is, howcver, flill remaining, among 
many of the Poor, a degree of pride ; who, though they would willingly 
receive an unjuft allowance at their own dwellings, would (corn the teicl 
afforded by the parith work-houfe ; and, to avoid it, exert the indultiy 
and ability which idleneft had hitherto concealed. Several inflances of 
this fort have occurred in this neighbuarhood, 

January, 1706. 
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THE city of Worcefler is divided into five puithes. ‘The Pom, 
previous to the year 1792, were relieved at feparate work-loules 
in each parith, or at theit own houfes, The average fam expended 
‘on them, in the united parithes', for the preceding five yous, was, 
anoually, £1525. The number of Paupers in the work-houfe, at, or 
‘before, the above-mentioned petiod, was 96, Of thofe who received re- 
lief at their own houfes at the fame time, I can procure no account thot 
can be depended on; but, if an opinion may be formed from the amount 
of the money thus expended, it could not be lefs than between two and 
three hundred. 

This exceffive fum of £1525. gave idea of uniting the work-houfe, 
of the fafel parithes in one, by the ere€lion of a houl of induftry. 
This méafyre was immediately put into execution; and, in November 
1794, the Poor were received into it. 

‘The expences of the houfe of induftry, from November 1794, to 
November 1795, (during which time there were in the houfe 221 
perfons, and feveral out-poor, who received occalional rclicf, and many 
parifh children out at nurfe,) was, £1677. 10s.; but in this fum is com- 
prehended, not only the maintenance of the Poor, but likewife the in- 
tereft_ of the money borrowed for the purchale of lands, ere@ing and 
finithing the building, and the falaries of the perfons employed ia the 
houle; which, together, cannot amount to lels than £ 500, a ycur,

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From fhe above fhort'fatement it is fafficiently obvious, that, had the 
price of provilions and number of Poor continued nearly the fame they 
were when the houle was opened, wltead of both being oearly doubled, 
the Rates would have been seduced nearly a third: the lavings, therefore,

‘There are 13 Friendly Socictics, which, on an ayerage, coutain 120 or 
igo members each; feveral of them were lately cftabiuhed : memes 
are admitted from all the neighbouring townthips, 

The land-tax amounts té £199. 6s, 8d. Tithes are compounded for. 
“The Poor are maintained in a work-houfe, which flands in a very 
conycnient and airy fituation, at a little diftance from the town: there 
are, at prefent, in it, 74 Paupers; moftly women, old men, and children ; 
including 6 baftards, and as many lunatics. 

The regulations of this poor-houfe are, in general, fimilar to thofe of 
Halifax. Thete is a great number of out-penfioners ; but no information, 
cither refpetting them, or other parochial concerns, could be obtained, 
as the accounts of the townthip are very confufed and indiftiné, and one 
of the books is now in the hands of an attorney, in order to be produced 
upon an appeal which is foon to take place. It iy faid, however, that 
the money expended on the Poor, in 1773, was £228. 17s. 38d; in

BURTON is a confiderable village in the townthip of the fame name, 
which contains, by eflimation, 1320 Ratute ares. ‘The inhabitante are 
fhop-heepets, country mechanics, cotton mannfa@urers, po.ters, and 
aynicultural Iebourers they all profuls the Eftablithed Religion, except 5 
firmmlicy of Diflentcrs, 51 houfes pay the window-tux, or which 17 
have above 6 windows { and, it 1s fuppofed, about 50 are exemy teh 
‘The tuwnthip of Burton! and the townftup of Thornton, form cne 
arith, Oatmcal forms a great part of the food of the labouring claffes : 
it is boiled wih milk, into a fort of hafty-pudding: bread is pre- 
pared in different ways; but that which is foured or levened 1s gencrally 
nfed, more or Ic(s, by all defcriptions of people: whearen bread, how- 
ever, is now beginning to be introduced, on particular occafions, by thofe 
who can afford it, Oatmeal fills here for 18. 1d the ftone ; the belt 
flour at 2s 84d for 14lb.; old milk, $d. the quart; new milk, 44. the 
pint; potatoes, 6 quaits for 4d. Jn the earthen-ware potteries, (of 
which there ure five, that employ about 10 hands each,) workmen are 
paid from 29 to 625 a weck, acconding to their ages and abilities; co ue 
mon labourers earn from 8s. to 98, or 106. a week, without diet: much. 
worfted 1s fpun by women; they fldom earn more than 4d. a day ; 
but wiges in this bulinels are faid to be, at prefent, exceedingly low. 

There are 7 ale houfes in this chapelry or township ; and one Friendly 
Society, conhfling of about 100 membirs,
